19,000 feet. TH6 computation of tho United
States Coast Survey in 1874 gnvo a height of
19.C0O foot. In tho absonco of dedslvo fig-

ures as to tho holghtof Moxlco's greatest
summit. St. Ellas may still bo permitted,
probably with ontlro accuraoy, to claim tho
highest clovatlon.

For tho first tlmo tho north sldo of St.
Ellas has been visited, and the mountain
hoe now boon inspected on all sides. It
was thought that tho north, might offer
better advantages for reaching tho top
than tho wost sido and southeast anglo,
whoro tho previous attempts, have been
nmdo. Tliis year's effort to seals tho moun-

tain was rowardod bettor than tho othor at-
tempts, for ItuasELii succeeded In reaching
a height of about 14.000 feet, surpass-
ing his record last year and also that of
TornAM in 1883, who ondeavorod to zig-

zag his way up tho wost faoo, and
was compelled to turn book after as-

cending 11,450 foot. TornAM oxprossod tho
opinion that tho next expedition should
try to ascend from tho north. Ono of tho
ohlefs of tho Yakatat natives had told htm
that ho had onoo, whilo hunting goats, gono
to tho north sldo of tho poak and found that
tho northern, foco was much less steep
than tho sou'thorn. Whothcr or not Mr.
RossBTiii found the conditions for climbing
more favorable It Is gratifying that ho was
able to do so much work on tho hlthorto un-

known slopo. i It had been thought possible
that northeast of St. Ellas there might' bo
some unknown and overtopping peak. All

that region has been spread before the' gaze
of explorora this summer for tho first, time ;

but though Rcssklii saw many summits
rising to heights from. 10,000 to 14,000 feet,
he saw nono that could outrank St. Ellas.

Thoroglon of the St. Ellas. Alps, covered as
It Is with glaciers many hundreds of feet In
thickness, is still In tho condition In which
Switzerland is supposed to have been dur-
ing tho last glacial epoch. Both Russelii
and TornAM say that the Alaskan glaciors
aro now retreating. Goologlsts .may there-
fore be ablo to observo whether the 'great
Ice streams which the explorers describe are
exerting such erosive, action as has been at-

tributed to their extinct Alpine predeces-
sors. No other accessible region offers so
good an opportunity for tho study of many
features of glacial action on a largo scale;
and this is why. as 'Mr. Russell says, the
region is full of interest to sclentlflo men and

'tho work undoubtedly will be continued.

In the Eighth Senatorial District.
The Hon. Ltspjexabd Btbwabt Is a candi-

He Is probably the only
member of the lost Legislature now soeklng
another election who Is not familiar with Its
provisions, We advise him to read the law.
and then perhaps he may have something
to say on the subject.

In Brooklyn.
The grotesque canvass for ths office of

Mayor which is being conducted in the city
of Brooklyn by Hekrt A. Meter, tho Repub-
lican nominee, has furnished ,a fair amount
of diversion to those who believe that ho
would bo a proper successor of the ablo and
conspiouous Democratic. Mayors of the
fourth city of tho Union. But it will be just
as well for Democrats to study the precise
object involved in tho nomination of this
quaint and apparently unsophisticated can-
didate.

Mr. Plait knows that Brooklyn is a Dem-
ocratic town, as firm In Its allegiance
to tho causo of Democracy as New York it-
self.

and 26 of the city of Brooklyn, and the town
of Flatlands. It comprises substantially
tho " Eastern District" (Willlamsburgh)'. and
also Greenpolnt and tho extreme outlying
wards of Elngs county,. It is one of the
closest districts In tho State, and its voting
population, constantly growing, Is now in
excess of 50,000. In tho contest of two years
ago, tho Domocratio candidate for Senator
was successful there by tho slondor plural-
ity of 417; two years beforo tho Republican
candidate had a plurality of 900; the Repub-
lican nominee had in 1837 u plurality of 053,
whilo In 1885 the district was carried by the
Democracy by a plurality of 103. With tbo
rapid growth of population, tho strength of
tho political parties has kopt oven pace, and
accordingly tho Fourth Senatorial district
remains closo, uncertain, and wavering. The
German-America- n voters of Willlamsburgh
make a numerous body, and upon their ac-

tion the political complexion of the Fourth

Aipong tho'many Interests In Now York tliot
did good work In Rocuring the- - capital to guar-
antee tho oxpenso's ot tho World's Fair should
It be held hero tho hotel interest was promi-
nent, and the proprietors wore represented on
thocommlttoivof selocted Industries by Mr.
E. L. Morrlfioid. proprietor of the Continental
Hotel. About $300,000 was raised by the hotel
men as a starter, and they wore led by tho
promlso of Fassett and Piatt to beliovethat
the.Fnlr was,cQ,rnlng to Now York. It Is no
seoret that somo of tho later great hotels wore
projected, about tho time tho World's Fair was
talked about, and woro built largely in antici-
pation of tho business that was to come to
Now York with tho Fair.

The hotel men had good reason to expect
that tholr business would bo mndo profltablo
by the Fair. It was held out to thorn as an in-

ducement to coOpernto in tho preliminary
work that If the Fair should como to Now York
it would not only fill all the hotels but all tho
extra accommodations that thoy oould secure,
Ono of tho strongest arguments In favor ot
holding tho Fair in Now York was that this
city had the host hotel accommodations in tho
United. mates, nnd' that no othor city eould
protend to approach anything llko decent ac-
commodations for tho lmmonso crowds that
would visit the Fair.

Tho Importance or this point did not osoano
tho attention of Itoswoll I. Flower, then tho
ehlot mouthpicco In Congress of tho business
interests of Now York, and in his famous
Rpooch showing that New York hnd alrondy

OaUlal ateoort or the Attnek Upon Thesa hy
ss Mots la.Valparnteo.

WAsrmraTOK, Oct. 23. A cablegram has been
received at tho Navy Department from Capt
Behloy. commanding tho Baltimore, at Valpa-
raiso, Chill, giving additional details of tho
fight between tho American and Chilian sailors,
In which ono of tho former was killed, no
gives tho names of tho men hurt in tho affray,
and corroborates tho facts concornlng It that
havo been alroady printed. Ho assorts brlofly
that the fight was caused wholly by tho Chil-
ians, who mado an attack upon tho American
sailors without provocation. Tho boatswain's
mate, who was killed, was dragged from a
stroet car by members ot tho mob. which num-
bered fully.150. Uo died in tho arms of a fol-

low sailor.
The officials at tho Navy Department deny

that tho despatch contained any sonnatlonal
statements, as was assorted In a morning r,

and Secretary Traoy says that tho phrases
quoted as coming from him on tho subject In
tho samo papor aro wholly unfounded.

Bocretary Tracy nnd Qen. John W. Foster
hnd a conference with tho Prosldont this after-
noon in regard to tho Valparaiso Incident, nnd
at Its close Becretary Trnoy dictated tho fol-
lowing as tho latest official information on tho
BUbjecti

"From a despatch received from Capt Bohloy
last oveninn it appears tnnt ho has mndo a
careful investigation .of the origin or tho as-
sault on our sailors attached to tho Baltimore
at Valparaiso on the 10th Inst. Tho inves-
tigation showed .that Potty Officer Charles
ltlBcan, whilo riding in a stroet car.
was assailed, dragged from tno car. and shot;
that ho was murdered In tho orms of his com-
panions hy about one hundred men who wore
armed: that Apprentice Fred Talbot was as-
sailed nnddangnrously cut soveral times In tho
back. two. of tho wounds ponetratlng hislungs: that Coal Ueaver Itherson was robbed
and dangerously cut several times in tho back,
this assault being mado by about twenty-fiv- e
men; tbat Coal Koavor Turnhull receivedeighteen wounds In tho back, two of whlohpenetrated his lungs, and that ho Is In a criti-
cal state: thatrotty Officer Hamilton was
wounded several tlinoslnthe baoknnd otherparts of the body: that Coal Hoavorranter and .Landsman Davidson werodangorously Injured by assaults with
elubs. stones, and knives, and that many othormen were seriously Injured by nssaults: that
thirty-fiv- e seamen wore arrested by tho publio
authorities and dotained: that tho surgeons
on the Baltlmoro nro unanimously of tho opin-

On July 4 Mr. Austin went to Coney Island,
and on thnsnmo dny his clothing was found
in ono of tho bathhouses nt Manhattan Bench,
and his valunl.lus In nn nnvelopo marked with
his name, which ho had left in tho ofllco befuro
goinif to the bathhouse. Thoro were big
crowds of pooplo at the bench on that d.iy,
but no person witnessed nny drowning occur-
rence Ills relntixes believe that Mr. Austin
was carried out to somo distance nnd that lie
sank without attracting any notice. Tho In-

surance companies havo hnd detectlvos at
work, and It Is paid that their refusal to pay
tho policies results from information reeelvml
by thum indicating that Mr. Austin Is still
alive,
